BESIEGERS REPULSED. 


ENEMY KEPT BACK BY THE BRAVE 
DEfCENDERS OF LADYSMITH, 


Everything in Readiness at Orange 
River to Start Relief Column on 
Its March to Kimberley. 


Lon on, Nov. 18.—Special d+spatches 
from Pietermaritzburg und Lourenzo 
Morqgues, say that Ladysmith is bom- 
barded nignc and day aud bard pres-ed. 
On ov. 9, baving during the mgbt 
pl.c+d men close to the 1owu, the large 
bedy of Boers, after a beavy bombura- 
ment, began the assault, but were re- 
puis d at every poimt Ly the brave gar- 
rison with heavy losses. The Borrs 
have destroyed one of the bridges over 
the Inyela river. 

Lindon, Nov. 18.—The absence of 
news of any serious movement against 
Ladysmith seems toshow that the Boers 
are repeating the strategy adopted by 
them at Dundee when they appea.ed in 
frout and endeavored to effect a sur- 
rounding movement. This seems to be 
their object regarding Estcourt; and 
since 1t 1s impossible that relief should 
reach there for some days to come, it 18 
not upvlikely that a further retiring 
movement on Mooie River will be 
made. Major Wolfe Marray bas re- 
turned to Pietermaritzburg to take com- 
ma.dof the line of communication, 
and Col. Long, of the Royal Artillery, 
hus taken command at Estcourt. The 
forces now at Pietermari zbuig are too 
weuk to atiempt to reopen communica- 
tion. Artillery and cavalry especially 
are needed, and it wiil necessarily take 
a loug time to obtain either, Owing to 
the difficulty of eutraining, and the ne- 
cessity of allowing the horses to rest 
after the long sea voyage. 

From the indiscriminate distribution 
of the various divisions at unexpected 
points, it seems clear that the original 
plans of General Buiter have been whol- 
ly changed. Not the slightest werd re- 
garding the new plans has been allowed 
to escape. It has been reported that 
the Belmont fight arose owing to the 
advauce of a British columu to relieve 
Kimberley, but this seems incorrect, all 
the most reliable accounts rep esenting 
the . ngagement as growing out of a re- 
conbalsance, 

Lorenzo Marquez continues to send 
out Joubert stories, the latest being 
that no news has been received from 
him at Pretcria for three vays, and that 
it is rumo ed he was taken prisoner 

It 1s announced that the Duke of Con- 
naught was among the first to seek em- 
ployment in the war, and even offered 
to waive bis seniority for this purpose, 
but it was not aeemed exp-aient that 
an officer so senior to Sir Redvers Bal- 
ler svould serve under him. ‘The duke 
was gr atiy disappoin ed. 

The Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Jambridg have promised to attend to- 
day’s concert, organized by Mrs. James 
Brown Potter, the actress, in aid uf the 
fuud for fitting out the Maine as a bos- 
pital ship for use in South African wat- 
era. 

The announcement of the arrival of 
Genera: Methuen, at Orange River, 
however, doubtless means that arrange- 
ments are in a forward state to advauce 
from that point, if the advance has not 
already begun. Kimberley was safe on 
Frivay, Nov. 10th. Last Tuesday a 
Boer force of 600 entered Aliwal North, 
Cape Colony, and hoisted the flag of 
the republic. The activity of the Boers 
in this locality would almost point to 
the necessity of insuring the safety of 
the column marching to the relicf of 
Kimberley from attack from this direc- 
tion or from Bloemfontein. 

In view of the reticence of Gen. Bul- 
ler, it is alymost useiess to specalate re- 
garding the report of a movement tu re- 
lieve Kimberley. Itcan only be in- 
tended to withdraw the Boers, if pos- 
sible from Natal. The object of the 
occupation of Aliwal North is under- 
stood to be to prevent the] re quant- 
ity of ammunition at Herzchel being 
forwarded to Jamestown and thence to 
Queenstown. The Boers have notified 
the inhabitants that no looting will be 
allowed, and that all goods seized by 

Yheir military authorities will be paid 
for at Queenstown. There are reliable 
reports of mysterious movements of a 
Free State commando, along the Orange 
river, and important developments are 
expected. Eversthing tends to show 
that the relief of Kimberley could only 
be safely undertaken by a strone 
colamn. 

Kimberley, by Hope Town. Nov. i2. 
—The Boers were busy yesterday throw- 
ing up fresh earthworks. There has 
been no further bomb rdment. De 
Beers’ mines are practicaliy clos«d. 
Thousands of employees are domiciled 
in the ceatre of the town and are being 
provisioned by the mayor's relief fund. 
Military authorities have ordered all 
civilians to give up arms and ammun- 
tion, witha view of preventing the 
irre-ponsibilities of fring at Boers, in 
contravention of the laws of civilized 
warfare. The natives report that the 
Boers cheered each ehell as 1 was fired 
yesterday, believing it meant the de- 
straction of Kimberley. The Boers are 
now wearing the khaki uniforms and 
blue puggerans, making it difficult to 
distinguish them from the British. Tre 
locusts are appesring.

The gallant son of the late Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill is war correspondent 
for a New York paper. He won dis- 
tinction in the Sudan campaign under 
Lord Kitchener. 


Winston Churenill, of the Fourth Hus- 
Sars. & newspaper corresponuent of the 
London Morning Post and New York 
World, disp ayed mach courage. It is 
feared the Dub ins and Durbans fared 
badly. A Red Cross party has gone 
out. 

At six o’c ock this morning the Red 
Cross train returned. It reported that 
on meeting the Boer patrol the train 
was hai.ed and the question asked what 
was wanted. The officers replied they 
bid come witb the train to re:ieve the 
killed and wounded. The Boers told 
them to make the reguest in sriting 
and Dr. Bristow complied. After wait- 
ing tor two hours another Boer came 
and informed Dr. Bristow that us Gen. 
Joubert was far away, nu answer to the 
request cou 4 be furnished untii tomor- 
row morning. The Boer said that if 
Dr, Bristow wou d then retarn with a 
white flag he could count upon a reply 
from Gen. Jo bert. Dr. Bristow in- 
quired were there many wounded. The 
Koer replied that he had heard there 
were about seven. He declined to give 
any information about Lieut. Churchill.

Chicago, Nov. 17.—Fire ealy today 
destroyed the seven story building at 
145 State street, in the heart of the 
down town retail district, and caused 
a loss estimated at $15v;00, besides 
ipjuring a score of firemen aad spe-ta- 
tors. 


The ‘‘armored train’’ which has 
pl. yed and is now pl ying su:h an im- 
port nt p.rtinthe war in South Af- 
rica, is a compuratively new  iunstru- 
ment of warfare, and i.as thus far stood 
fine tests. A train of this Find is to 
the land what an armore. sbip is to the 
sea—a thing of aitack, which at the 
same time is inherently defensive. The 
armored train was used at Mateking 
very early in the war with the Buvuers, 
and it has now iemonstrated its usetul- 
ness. in its construction the train is 
well cal ulated to do the work desired. 
It onsists of a powertul engine and 
tender, under which are three tru_ks. 
‘Lhe sides are raised to six feet, are 
heavily plated, and in the plates are 
longitudinal slots, tbrou h which the 
solaiers within can see to aim their 
rifles Each car has a carrying capacity 
of sixty-four men. Tie engineer and 
the fireman are complet ly en<lo-ed, 
and do not see ahead of the train on 
the track. They operate the train by 
signals, given by the commanding 
offi er. The armored train is valnerable 
from beneath, and an be destroyed by 
dynamite, but otnerwire is fairly im- 
pregnable, ex ept derailed. 

London, Nov. 16.—Misfortune stead- 
fastly pursues the employment of 
armored trains, the misfortune which 
has given the Boers their first and lat- 
est victories. On this last oc. asion the 
British seem to have walked into a de- 
liberate trap, with the result that, ac- 
cording to the British accounts, ninety 
are either killed, wounded or wissing. 

The ramor of the death of Gen. Joub- 
ert is dis redited. It is understood 
that the war cffice has news that he is 
still directinz affairs. It 1s also 
rumored from Pietermaritzburg that 
the Boer iossea at Ladysmith on Thurs- 
day were heavy, and included General 
Lusas Mayer, who was either killed or 
wounded. The report as to Gen. 
Jouvert probable arose from the fact 
that his wife bad left the Boer cam, at 
Ladysmith for the Free State.

SIEGE OF MAFEKING. 


BOERS WERE DRIVEN BICK WITH 
HEAVY LOSSES. 


British Make a Kayonet Charge Into 
Boer Trenches Lookc tt Tower 
Shot to Pieces by ihe Boers. 


— 


London, Nov 16.—<A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail f.om Mate ing sent by way 
of Magalapve, because the Fun ers sent 
southward were auable to trav r-e the 
Boer lies, g.ves ap intersting account 
of the bghting durin, the lust week in 
Oc.ober. Tbe correspondent § ys: 

“* After the failure to rosh the town, 
General C.« nj had recourse to the tac- 
tics empJoyeu during the siege of Pot- 
chefstr om 1p 18381, waking av adva.ice 
to the town by a succession of trenches 
in echelon. Sa h a move had been anti- 
cipated by us for sume times and for 
that reason there bas been sent cut par- 
ties to wo: ry the Boers incessantly by 
night at'acks. : ; 

These tactics, the enemy disliked, buat 
he contented himsedf with a‘ daily fire, 
which exposed him to littie prrsonal 
risk. Then Colonel Baden-Powe:] 
played his trump card by sending out 
Fitzclareuce’s party to worry the occ up- 
apts of the trencbes. The littie force 
stole out silently in the darkness. Not 
a shot was fired; and the men, with 
fixed bayonets, creeping rather than 
walking along the veldt, gradually ap- 
proached the chief Boer position near 
the race cours-. Thrn, as they closed 
in, there was a shril] screech; it was 
Fitzclarence’s sig:.al for onelaueht. 

A ringing British cheer, which the 
listener back in tha camp caught up 
was the only reply ar the party dashed 
into the trenches. There was a fearful 
struggie, the attacking force catching 
and bayoneting the Boers under the 
tarpaulins woere they crouched, crying 
fur mercy. At least fifty bayonets got 
to work and the bavoc they wrought 
was terrible. 

For just a moment there was no sys- 
tematic return fire; but ther a perfect 
hailstorm of bullets poured in from the 
trenches tothe rear. Again Fitzclar- 
ence's whistle sounded. It was cease 
fire and scatter homewards. 

The British forces scattered sileutly, 
crossing back under the furious fire in 
the darkness to the appoiuted rendezv- 
ous, where the the :oll was called. Col. 
Baden-Powell met and congratulated 
Captain Fitzclarence and his .men upou 
their work, saying shat it was a heavy 
price to pay, bui that the. Boers had to 
be stopped making rifle trenches within 
range of the town. The members of 
the party are now the envy abd pride of 
the garrison. Even the Boer commund- 
er, Botha, expressed admiration of the 
attack, and auded that be would take 
Mafeking ere long. for he meant to do 
one thing or the otber. 

Sunday passed quietly, the volunteer 
band playing in the women’s laager. 
All Sunday night the Boers poured a 
rifle into the town. It was set going 
after dinner on Sunday evening, when 
Col. Baden-Powe.1 hoisted a red lamp 
on the commanage, which was the 
signal of Capt. Clar-nce’s night attack. 
The ruse answered splendidly. ‘The 
moment the light appeared,’ the Boers 
opened fire, aud their fusilade lasted 
the whole night through. — 

There has been a tremendous waste 
of ammunition. Indeed, it is estimatea 


that 30,000 rounds of ball cartcidges | 


were wasted on the occasion of the 
night. attack on the Boer trenches. 
Double rations have been seryed vut to 
the men, wh» are under sheltér, so as to 
be on the safe side if the Boers should 
sweep the town by a iong range rifle 
fire. The garrison 1s hanying on finely. 

The shelling continued all Sunday at 
intervals. About 4 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon Gen. Cronje sent in. a flag of 
truce, giving Mafeking a last chance to 
surrender at the eleventh hodr. While 
the white flag was receiving: attention 
the heavy bombardment continued.’’ 
The dispatch then describes Gen. 
Crcnje’s great attack of Monday, the 
details of which have already been 


cabled from Col. Baden-Powe})'s offi- 


cial dispatches. ‘*The end came,’’ says 
the correspondent, ‘‘after five hours’ 
fighting. The enemy retired, being 
heavily beaten for all time so far as 
Mafeking is concerned. It wus the hot- 
test aay of the seize and the firing was 
terrific, the Boers evidenty recoguizing 
that the way into Mafeking, if any, 
was by a kopje, which was galantly de- 
fended by Col. Walford’s. men. The 
garrison is jubilant, while the Bors 
have been hurled back in disorder to 
their laager and will have to content 
themselves with a long range bombard- 
ment, unless they are strovgly rein- 
forced. 

The enemy lost heavily, and for 
honors after their fighting line bad been 
rolled vack, 'wo wagons went slowly 
along their position, picking up their 
dead and wounded. The - Kupje re- 
sembled a chambies after the fight. All 
the men wer- killed by bullets or shells. 
The lookout tower was shot to pieces, 
while even the saddles of horses were 
fearfully battered. The whole place 
was simply smashed up by the cuncen- 
trated fire of seven guns and a thousand 
rifles. The Boers at first held on their 
advance pluckily, but they could not 
live when they came to short ranze, 
the men being shot down at 300 yards.

Ne bad 
captured Holland, wend after the 11- 
lusive peace of 1805 the French war- 
cior won Yenmark to tis cause. We 
wanted the powerful  Penisa thes 
With which to destroy the Eritish 
fleet and render safe from arnihila- 
tion at sea the military ferces he 
proposed sending to invade’ Ene- 
land. Some of the Norwegian pests 
were to be uscd as a base of opera- 
tions and supplies, as well as Dan- 
ish amd French ports. 

Enelend, fearful of the result when 
the Corsican should have completed 
his plans, sent Nelson to Copenhagen 
to conquer the Danish fleet while the 
plan owas yet immature. Nelson’s 
suecess Was complete. He captured 
the whole fleet and took it to Eng- 
land, which country now became in- 
vincible on water with its added re 
inforcements. Russia was next be- 
ing threatened by the conqueror, who 
occupied Swedish Pomerania, offend- 
Bernadotte, a brilliant French 
whom Napoleon had made 
crown prince of Sweden. Bernadotte 
agreed with Russia to send troops 
to harass his old-time commander 
and benefactor. It was urged. how-

safety send her troops from the 
country, for the Norwegians might, 


taking advantage of their weakness, 
conquer them. In answer to this 


Russia agreed to unite Norway to 
Sweden and deliver peaceable — pos- 
session. Great Britain, in considera- 


tion of Sweden's 30,000) troops to 
fight Bonaparte, agreed to aid Rus- 
sia in the delivery of the goods to 
Swedon. The other powers allied 
against France sanctioned the deal. 
After Napoleon’s defeat at Leipsic,

try was forced mot only to des rt 
Bonrparte’s standard, but furnish 
10,C0O0 men to fight him. 

But Norway was Sincerely attach- 
ed to Denmark and refused to quiet- 
ly submit to the transaction and 
yield to her enemies of hundreds of 
years. Under Prince Christian Fred- 
erick, hereditary prince of Denmerk 
and duke of Sleswig Holstein, who 
Was governor of Norway, the Norse 
men revolted and enlisted under his 
Standard three days after the sicn- 
ing of the treaty. A month later 
the Danish flag gave Way to the 
Norwegian, and April 10 a mecting 
of the states was convoked, wken a 
constitution was proclaimed, Prince 
Christian crowned and preparations 
made for national defense. The 
mountains formed a sort of protec- 
tion from the Swedish invasion, but 
the most serious question was the 
grain and provision for which they 
were dependent upon England. The 
latter, being a party to the contract 
to deliver Norway, stopped the food 
supply and blockaded all the latter's 
ports. 

All the allied governments sent 
envoys to Copenhagen for the pur- 
pose of effecting an amicable settle 
ment of the question. On July 7 
they presented a note to the effect 
that the cession of Norway had been 
guaranteed by four powers, that th: 
policy was frrevocable as the allied 
powers considered the union of Nor- 
way and Sweden one of the beses of 
the new = system of equilibrium, ar 
indemnification against war arc 
payment to Sweden which no other 
arrangement could effect. 

Prince Christian referred the quee 


tion to the Diet. An appeai adéres:. 
ed to the King of Sweden wes re 
turned unopened and the Dict dete: 
mined to fight. An army of 40,0C\ 
meu Was raised. A naval action at 
Hualon Islands opened the combat, 
the Norwegians retiring. On July 
27, 1814, Crown Prince Bernadotte 
marched the Swedish army for Ner- 
way. The Norwegians were success. 
ful in the first battles, inflicting se 
vere loss on the Swedes, but on 
August 4 the British Admiral Pike, 
after preliminary shelling, enforced 
the capitulation of the fortress of 
Frederikstadt and the Swedish 
troops entered that place and Kon-c- 
steen. The fortress was the key to 
Christiania, for but a few sharp bat- 
tles were required to drive the Nor- 
Wegians from the banks of the Glem- 
men, On which river the city. is situ- 
ated. On August 11 Gen. Vagw. ck 
defeated 2,000 Norwegians at Jrog- 
stad and secured 200 prisoners. Col. 
Aldercrantz was forced to abandon 
the Island of Roton and the fortress 
Sleswig was taken by Admiral Wir- 
seen, Which opened the road te 
Moss. The Norwegians were now 
obliged to retreat from all their po- 
sitions, and went to Frederikstein, 
which place was bombarded August 
12. The Swedes forced a passage of 
the river Kgolberg, and Bernadotts 
with his large force had surrounded 
Prince Christian, near Moss. As the 
latier could make no further resist- 
ance, he resigned the government and 
a convention was entered into on the 
14th which was very favorable to 
the defeated and the Norwegian Diet 
declared the union of the countries 
October 20 by a vote of 74 to 5. 
The terms of the peace and union 


Were liberal and = such that Nor- 
Wegians could accept them with 
honor. They retained their own 
legislature, which meets every five 
years, and any bill or resolution 


passed three times over the veto of 
the King becomes operative. The 
have a voice in the Swedish council 
of state, and the King’s councilors 
for Norwegian afiairs are wholly 
Norwegian. Many other provisions 
guarantee their liberties, but the 
friction between the countries wil! 
probably never be eradicated, for 
Norwegians, the ancient Thules, ever 
agitate for independence. Their ne=t 
Step will be to secure independent 
consuls.

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THE COAL SHORTAGE. 


Our remarks last week regarding the 
(alt goa! famine in Moose Jaw got us 
into heaps of trouble—for a little while- 
with the localagents at this point. Early 
on Saturday morning our presence was 
requested at their office, where we were 
informed that some of our readers had 
inferred from our article that the agents 
here were responsible for the shortage, 
‘Au the correspondence between the 
agents and the company was placed be- 
fore us, and we were asked to look over 
the eswe and give our candid opinion as 
to whether or not the local agents had 
done all in their power to keep up with 
the demand. As the question as to who 
was responsible for the shortage is a 
matter between a private company and 
jte agenta, and as we were not in a posi- 
tion to know, it was not our place to say 
who wasat fault. Buta publicgrievance 
existed, and from all appearance was 
likely to continue, and it was therefore 
our duty to point it out and in the public 
interext recommend that it be remedied. 

However, as THE Times wishes above 
all things to be fair and just, we con- 
sentad to look over the correspondence, 
with the following result :— 

The 1896 contract between the com- 
pany and its agents expired on June 30. 
On Aug. 28th the company notified the 
sgents for ‘08 that the Caron district 
‘would be withdrawn from their territory, 
which was confirmed on Oct. 4th. The 
first carrepondence regarding the ap- 
pointment of agents for 1899 was re- 
ceived from the company on Sept. 4th, 
and the egency was accepted and con- 
tract signed on Sept. 18th. Under tae 
Agreement the agentsare not allowed to 
gell any coal other than the Galt, so long 
‘as the eoupany can keep them supplied, 
‘which clause is furtber restricted by the 
contract being subject to interruptions 
of supply from any cause whatever. As 
an offeet to these restrictions the agents 
Anjoy the exelusive right to sell to all 
persons except the N.W.M.P., railway 
compenies and their employees, at prices 
fixed by the company. The agents lc‘ter 
‘book showed that ample coal] for im- 
mediste use had been ordered from time 


to time; thet as a rule it had 
‘been very irregular in arriving, 
and thet the sgenta had kept 


constantly at the company to rush the 


coal should be in the sheds at Moose 


Jaw or on the way. In the fourth place, ! 


in view of che irregularity of the supply, 
and of the company not being able to 
keep up with its orders, it is our opinion 
that Oct. 9th was a very late date to 
order the stock supply, although the 
agents claim it would not have made a 
great deal of difference under the present 
circumstances had it been ordered earlier. 

In fairness to the agents at this point 
we might say that owing to the C.P.R. 
committee being in the same position, 
they had to supply a large number of 
employees with coal from time to time. 
The Caron agency was in the same difli- 
culty, not a pound of coal having arrived 
up to last Saturday. 

In a country like this, where the win- 
ters are generally so severe, the full sup- 
ply is a matter of the greatest importance. 
Moose Jaw is an important centre—being 
a divisional point on the C.P.R. and 3ur- 
rounded as it is by a large and prosper- 
ous farming community—but we are al- 
most entirely dependant upon imported 
fuel,and should anything happen to inter- 
rupt the supply, great inconvenience and 
loss is sure to follow. It is a serious thing 
when a farmer has tocome totown a long 
distance for a load of coal and then have 
to return without it. Therefore we said : 
“It is reasonable to think that in their 
own interests the company and its agents 
should see to it that there is always a 
sufficient amount in store in time to re- 
lieve any emergency that might occur 
from a shortage of cars or a_ blockade 
caused by severe weather, which is liable 
to occur at any timeafter November Ist.” 


THE AGRICULTURAL SHOW 
AGAIN. 

Pursuant to the announcement of the 
annual meeting of the Agricultural 
Society a week from next Saturday, we 
would like to again call the attention of 
the jsociety to the matter of the annual 
fall show, which, for the last few years, 
has proved to be such a farce. As we 
said in August last, the day of the small 
show is over, or at least it wil! be after 
next year, for in 1901 a new system under 
which the grants are to be given will be 
introduced by the North-West Govern- 
ment. After next year no grant will be 
made for an annual exhibition to a 
society that has not 8350 of its own for 
show purposes. But twoor more societies 
can amalgamate to have that amount. 
The Terrstorial Government will then 
give dollar for dollar up to $1,000, in 
addition to the other grants now given. 
The object is to discourage the ° little 
good-for-nothing farce, and encourage 
the useful district show. The society 
will therefore see the necessity of taking 
some action with a view to amalgamating 
with some other society. Regina is the 
only point that has a society with which 
Moose Jaw could amalgamate with 
success. - On the other hand, the Moose 
Jaw society is about the only one with 


which Regina can unite with success. It, 


is the duty of the. Moose Jaw society to 
take the matter up and see what arrange- 
ments can be made. If these two societies 
could unite and an annual show held 
alternately at each place, the undertaking 
could not be but successful and of mutual 
benefit. Now is the time to consider the 
matter. It should not be left until 1901. 
Arrangements shonld be completed for 
next year. The “Western Assiniboia 
Industrial ” would then be organized 
and in a position to go to work when the 
new system would be introduced.

the Solicitor General— Nont- 
real Hurbor—Ontario’s New 
Premier — The Country’s

Ortawa.. Nov. 18, 1899.—The speech of 
Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick, Solicitor-General, 
in Toranto last week, should remove 
whatever lingering doubts may exist as 
to the attitude of that section of the ad- 
ministration which particularly repres- 
ents our French-Canadian compatriots. 
“I am not going,” said he, “to consider 
the question of whether our people are 
right or wrong in the conflict upon 
which they have entered in South Africa. 
1 know that the flag of our country is in 
peril, and I know that my duty is to 
stand by that flag. I will go one step 
further, and sey that I have absolutely 
no sympathy with those that pretend 
that they can cjaitmn the nght and _privil- 
eges of a British subject throughout the 
limits of the British empire and then 
seek to restrict the corresponding duties 
and obligations to any portion of that 
empire. Wheresoever a British subject 
goes he carries with him in al] that is 
right the might and power of the British 
empire.” 

Having remarked that he represented 
a constituency made up of ninety per 
cent French-Canadian, he continued, 
“I have lived amongst them all my life, 
know something of them, and can say 
now in all truth to you that that wave of 
passionate loyalty that swept mountains 
high over the surface of this land has 
not left the Province of Quebec un- 
touched or unmoved. Two streams of 
descent met in Canada, and now as we 
look to our people or follow them in 
thought across the ocean, it may be in 
the designs of ap all wise Providence that 
French and English soldiers of the 
Queen may fal] in defence of the Queen, 
but let it be our prayer and hope that as 
their blood flows in a mingled stream we 
shall tind that that effusion will forever 
vement the bond that unites the two 
races which make up chiefly our com- 
mon nationality.”

Aid can be given to 
the Federal authorities in developing 
cold storage facilities and adequate 
freight transportation to the Old Coun- 
try, a matter of vital importance to 
Ontario, which is so largely interested in 
developing the British market. This ‘is 
but a portion of the programme as 
mapped out by Mr. Ross, but is sufficient 
to indicate the aggressive. liberal. spirit 
with which he has assumed control of 
Provincial affairs, and sufficient also to 
justify him in the expectation that he 
will retain the confidence of the elector- 
ate. 


THE HARVEST IN THE EAST. 


The harvest returns from the eastern 
Provinces are exceptionally satisfactory, 
both farmers and fruit growers reporting 
a better year than they have experienced 
for a long time past. In New Bruns- 
wick hay and grain have both panned 
out well, dairying has made considerable 
advancement, and fruit growing is be 
comimg much more general. Nova 
Scotia’s record is equally good, and Prince 
Edward Island has this year seen marked 
development in its dairying industries, 
while frnit and agriculture are doing 
well. The Province of Quebec, too, is 
well to the front; cheese and butter 
making have progressed very satisfactor 
ily during the year, anteéarm crops gen- 
erally make an excellent showing. 

All these Provinces will be well repres 
ented at the Paris FEixposition. Dr. 
Sanders, director of the Experimental 
Farm, has just got back from a trip made 
for the purpose of gathering exhibits: 
and vrains, grasses, fruits of all kinds, 
ete., will be exhibited in splendid variety 
and condition. If the world at large 
generaliy, end the empire in particular, 
does not know more about the Dominion 
as a general all round sturehouse for the 
fruits of tre earth by the time the Paris 
exposition in 1960 closes its doors, it 
won't be the fault of Canada cr her Gov 
erpment.

HAFEKING DISPATOIL 


GEN. CONJE SENDS AN ENVOY TO 
COL. BADEN-POWELL. 


Boers Shell the Buildings on Which 
the Red Cross Flag Is Raised— 
Cape News Five Days Behind, 


London, Noy. 15.—There is no ad- 
ditional news regarding the progress 
of hostilities in South Africa this morn- 
ing, except a Mateking cispatch, for 
warded by a runner, dated October 31, 
which says that during the atternoon

Commandant T. A. Cronje- 


General Cronje, the Boer communder, 


sent an envoy to Col Baden-Powell, 
ander a flag of truce. to declare that he 
did nat consider the Geneva conv: ntion 
author zed the flag of the Red Cross 
society to fly from several buildings at 
once in the town, and that, 10 his opin- 
ion, the empioyment of natives against 
whites and the use of dynamite mines 
were both opposed to the rules of war- 
fure. 

Col. Baden-Powell replied that the 
Geneva conference did not stipulate as 
to the number of Red Cross stations 
permissable, and the Boers were only re- 
quired to reapect the convent, the hos- 
pital and the women’s laager. all of 
which were beyond the town limits. 
The British co..mander also pointed 
out that mines were recognized ad- 
jancts of civilized warfare, and that 
the defenses ot Pretoria were extensive- 
ly mined; moreover, he reminded Gen. 
Oronje that the Boers had raided the 
native kra Is, carried off their cattle, 
and that the natives were only defend - 
ing their liver and property. 

Despite these warnings, the Eoors 
continued dehberately to shell the bos- 
pital and the women’s laager. The 
sending of the Boer envoy was re- 
garded, the dispatch says, as a mere 
pretext for penetrating the Bri'ish line 
at Mafeking. According to the latest 
reports the town. is confident of ita 
ability to hold out until the end of the 
campaign. 

For once the censorship is blamed, 
on account of laxity. It is asserted that 
the censor orght to have suppressed the 
report regarding the surrender of 
Nicholson’s Nek, which, while too 


vague to be considered evidence, must 
cause uneasiness. The feeling is that, 
until the facts can be ascertained, it 


would have been wiser not to circulate 
mcre gossip. 

President Kruger’s threat to execute 
British officers now in his hands, unle-s 
Nathan Marks, a supposed Boer spy, is 
released, is also extensively commented 
upos. The premier's deliverance meets 
witb universal approval, although the 
explanation was in nO way 0D cessary, 
as, outside the Daily Chronicle, no one 
had supposed his words would bear the 
maning which Boer sympathizers had 
been endeavoring to read into them 
President Kruger’s threat bas excited 
widespread indignation. The Daily 
News demands that his friends shoula 
promptly inform him that his own 
neck and that of Mr. Reitz, the Trans- 
vaul state secretary, will Le held re- 
sponsible for any such violation of the 
elementary rules «f civilized warfare. 

So far as Kimberley isconcerned, the 
mental condition of the British there 
may be judged from the fact that three 
weddings have taken place since the 
siege began, the .ast having been cele- 
brated on Nov. 8. In the absence ot 
fresh news, the morning papers are 
driven to discuss Lord Sali: bory’s let- 
ter segar ing the misinterpretations of 
his utterances at the lord mayor's ban- 
quet. Lord Salisbury declares that he 
does not wish to discuss the arrange- 
nents, which, under conditions that are 
yet in the future, the government may 
think desirable. The letter refers to 
the prrase ‘‘ We do not seek gold fields 
or territory."* 

The great delay on South African 
cables, bow amounting practically to 
five days, and the lack of any definite 
news from Ladysmith, gives rise to 
some apprehension, which is only re 
heved by the fact that no adverse tid- 
ings have come from either British or 
Boer sources. Nothing is known as !o 
the whereabouts of Gen Sir Redvers 
Baller.

He was 
fatally wounded in one of the sorties. 
Lieut. Wood was a sonof Capt J. Tay- 
lor Wood, who has lived in Halifax 
since the close of the war between the 
n. rth and south. He was a grandson 
of Pre-ident Zachary Taylor. and was 
educated in the Canadian Royal Mili- 
tary Coliege at Kingston, Ont. He is 
the first graduate of that college to die 
in battle, and the fi st Canadian to fall 
in the present war in South Africa. 
The young man served in India before 
going to South Africa. He had a pro- | 
mising future. He has a brother in the 
Canadiin military service, who is in 
command of the mounted police in the 
Yukon. 


Japan Is Not After the Bear. 


London, Nov. 16.—The corre-pond- 
ent of the Times at Tohio says: ‘‘The 
ramor of fri-tion between Russia and 
Japan is without foundation. No in- 
ternational question now exists between 
them The recent excitement connected 
with Japanese parchases of land over 
Rassia's head at Masawpho grew oat 
of purely private transactions, and in 
no way concerned the Jupanese govern- 
ment. At present the atmosphere is 
clear. 

Van ouver, Nov. 16.—In view of the

Colonel Baden Powell. 


Colonel Baden-Powell’s dashing 
sorties at Mafeking encouraged the hope 
that the British garrisons along the 
western border are all abl- to hold out. 
Mr. Ceci! Rhodes is employing 8,000 
men, white and black, at Kimberley in 
roadmaking as a remedy for destitu- 
tion. According ‘o a dispatch from De 
Aar, the Boers at Kimberley have got 
the exact range of the mines and are 
constantly throwing shells at the dyna- 
mite huts. Several of the latter have 
been blown up, and the damage done 
tc the mines already amounts to many 
thousand pounds. 

Among the stories from Brussels is 
one that General Joubert and Sir Geo. 
White have been endeavoring to negoti- 
ate for the capitulation of Ladysmith, 
but have fa:led to come to terms. 

Lord Salisbury and Lord Wolseley 
were guests of the Queen at Windsor 
Castle last night. 

The story of Father Mathes, cabled 
from Lorenzo Marquez, regarding the 
sorrender at Nicholson’s Nek, is too 
vagve to be very convincing, but in 
military circles it is considered un- 
pleasant reading. and it will be im- 
possible to learn the facts until the 
officer concerned has been court-mar 
tialled.

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“TRYING IT ON THE DOG.” 


How Pangerous Drugs Are Put to 
the Physiological Test. 

“You've heard the theatrical expres- 
‘trying-it on a dog.’” said a local 
re, “sentative of a great manufacturing 
drugnouse. “It means an experimental 
performance of a new play in some small 
city. If the dog, otherwise the small 
city, shows no great symptoms of dis- 
tress, they venture the thing in New 
York, Well, in our line of business we 
frequently ‘try it on a dog,’ also on a 
frog, a rat, a rooster, a guinea pig and 
other animals too numerous to mention. 
Our trials are literal, not figurative. We 
make them to ascertain the strength of 
certain drugs which for some reason or 
other defy chemical analysis. In such 
cases we resort to what is called a physi- 
ological test. 


“Suppose, 


sjol 


for instance, we want to 
find out the strength of a sample of digi- 
talis, which, if in good condition, has a 
stinslating effect on the heart. The ex- 
perts on the staff of the laboratory at 
our works force a drop of the stuff into 
the stomach of a small frog, which is 
then piaced in a delicate machine called 
a kymograph that records its heartbeats 
on a strip of paper. The digitalis may 
be perfectly dead and inert, and it may 
be strong and active—no chemist cous 
tell the difference—but the kymograph 
gets at the truth with infallible certain- 
ty, and the sample is graded accordingly. 
The frogs used are little fellows not over 
two inches long, and they are rather hard 
to get. Some time ago we sent the house 
a consignment from New Orleans, but 
they proved to be tco large. Why do we 
use such small ones? Because it takes 
Jess of the drug to affect them. It's 
merely a matter of economy. 

“Some of the other tests are still more 
curious,” continued the drug man, “and 
none queerer than that of ergot. To as- 
certain its active properties a small quan- 
tity is injected into a full grown rooster. 
If the drug is up to standard strength, 
the comb of the fowl soon begins to turn 
blue and eventually becomes almost 
black. The power of the particular sam- 
ple on trial is indicated by the deepness 
of the discoloration. This test is the only 
reliable one known and is exceedingly 
valuable, because ergot has a strange 
trick of occasionally losing all its medici- 
nal properties without showing the slight- 
est change in general appearance. Hash- 
eesh, which has figured so extensively 
in romances of the orient, is known scien- 
tifically as Cannabis indica. It is tested 
on dogs. When tbe drug is al! right, the 
dog soon begius to get dopy, staggers in 
its walk and eventually keels over and 
dreams dreams. 

“The necessity of testing hasheesh 
grows out of a very singular fact. As 
most people know, it is made from the 
blossom of Indian hemp, but it is only 
the unfertilized female flower that has 
any narcotic properties. The male tlow- 
ers and the seed bearing female flowers 
are absolutely valueless, but all three 
Jook alike to the naked eye. So does the 
tincture prepared from them, and, like 
the other drugs mentioned, it doesn't 
yield to analysis. These tests will give a 
fair idea of the modern method of getting 
at facts about medicines. They are only 
a few out of many. 

“Altogether I suppose that upward of a 
dozen different animals are used, cach se- 
lected because of its sensitiveness to 
some special prepagation.”—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.
